It is also stated that from the Wygmins 
division mines of the Delaware, cka- 
wanna & Western Co., one colliery will 
be selected at which work is to be started. 
rhe officials say enough miners of the di- 
Vision have asked for work to man a 
colliery. Some empty coal cars were to- 
day placed on sidings near a couple of 
these collieries and there is a bustle about 
the workings which indicates that some 
move is about to be made. 

The Delaware & Hudson and the Lehigh 
Valley companies are also busy with tne 
preparations which make it appear as if 
ata time unedrstood by the operators each 
company will try to'break the strike.

Comtroller James Y. Flayer made the 
following statement Saturday morning in

“T have been asked through a resolution 
introduced in the Hovse of Delegates for 
information as to when. where and by 
whom the interest on the World's Fair 
bonds was paid. I nave not yet replied to 
that resolution, and until [I do make the 
explanation @ that body [ would not care 
to make a statement for publication cov- 
ering the same grounds. 

‘The city’s interests have been fully pro- 
tected in the matter of the sale and trans- 
fer of the bonds to the purchasers. The 
bonds have been delivered, the money paid 
over to the World's Fair Commission and 
the incident to those directly interested is 
closed. As far as I know, the World's Fair 
people are satisfied with the situation.” 

In response to a question whether the 
blanks sent out by the mayor and comp- 
troller to prospective bidders did not con- 
tain the words, ‘‘with interest,’’ Mr. Player 
showed the Post-Dispatch one of the 
blanks. 

The first clause in these blanks, after the 
superscription, reads: 

‘The undersigned herewith agree to pur- 
chase dollars ($————-) of the bonds 
which are to be issued by the city of St. 
Louis, pursuant to ordinance No. 20,641, 
and will pay the following price therefor, 
and in addition thereto ACCRUED INTER- 
EST to the date and delivery of said bonds.”

GREAT CGAL SHIPMENTS. 


Immense Fleet Has Commenced to 
Arrive at Louisville. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 6.—One of the 
largest coal fleets ever brought to Louls- 
ville from Pittsburg has begun to arrive 
here. About: 400 coal boats and an equal 
number, of barges have already left Pitts- 
burg with over 20,000,000 bushels of coal. 
As much as possible of this will be sent 
below the falls, but It is not likely all of 
it will be able to get over, as the stage 
of water is not likely to coniinue long 
erough. 

The present coal boat rise in the Ohlo is 
the first since April 2%. Never before in 
‘ears has the Ohio failed to have a coal 
Cond rise either in May or June at this port.
